Our regi­ 
ment has lost five men killed and 15 
wounded. 
Our boys 
have

since we landed. We have been hav­ 
ing a great deal of rain, but the cli­ 
mate is very pleasant. I have enjoyed 
very good health, taking into consid­ 
eration the hardships I have been com­ 
pelled to endure, in common with my 
comrades. Don't think that we grum­ 
ble much. We are uot built that way. 
We have as Ane a set of soldiers as 
can be mustered anywhere. 
We ex-* 
peeted rough knocks when we enlisted, 
and we are getting them.

Rome light wa* throw n upon tile sub 
jeet of tile vitality of whales by finding 
Fifth ! one of these anim als in Bering sea in 
ISHO with a “toggle” harpoon head in 
its body bearing tile mark of the Amer­ 
ican whaler Montezuma. 
That vessel 
was eugaged in whaling in Bering sea 
about ten years, but not later than 
1854. 
She was afterw ard sold to the 
government aud was sunk in Charles 
ton harbor during the civil war to serve 
as an obstruction. Hence it is estim at­ 
ed the whale must have carried the 
harpoon not less titan 3rt years. 
in connect iou with this fact William 
H. Dali gives uu account in The Na 
tional Geographic Magazine of a dis 
cussion with Captain E. I*. Hereudeen 
of the United States National museum 
of cases of whales th at have been sup­ 
posed to have made their ^vay horn 
Greenland waters to Bering strait aud 
to have been Identified by tile harpoons 
they carried. 
While it is very likely 
that the whale really makes the pas­ 
sage an uncertainty must always lie 
allowed, for ships were ofteu chang­ 
ing ownership, and their tools were 
sold ami put on board of other vessels.

N ew York, April 24.—The expecta­ 
tion was quite general that the market 
would open with something like a crash 
in values on Monday, but, as is not un­ 
usual in Wall street, over-expectation 
defeated itself and there were enough 
buyers waiting to take advantage of the 
crash to steady the market almost imme­ 
diately. 
Professional W all’ street per­ 
ceived the absence of pressure of long 
stock in the steel industrials with a cy­ 
nical lack of surprise. 
Evidently the 
opportunity had been seized to dispose 
of long stock at the higher level of 
prices and the shorts were the most 
eager operators in the market in endeav­ 
ors to cover.
